three shifts; workers change shifts weekly* The installations are well equipped. Accidents did 
not occur during the latter part of 1951, The uraniferous rock and earth are loaded onto trucks 
(tippers) and transported to Bad Blankenburg by the Soviets. The analysis of the rock and earth 
and the planning of the expansion of pits and installations are done by Soviet geologists only. 
The management of the mine and supervision activities are also in Soviet hands. °!he uranium 
mine . is located about 17 kilometers northeast of Saalf eld, und excavating operations are carries* 
out in about 200 places, A total of 5,000-6,000 workers are probably employed. The workers, 
almost exclusively Germans, are not from Saalf eld or the vicinity, but from the entire Soviet 
Zone area. XXX During the summer and fail of 1951, a fairly large number of stone and wood 
houses were built in the viciinxty of the installations, which are intended for German workers 
oniy. These quarters are comparatively modern and comfortable. No houses were evacuated in 
Saalf eld and the surrounding area because of uranium-mining activities. Starting wares of 70- 
<-0 hast marks per week are paid, and after two months of employment, the workers receive in- 
■ l0 ^~ 120 East marks monthly. Experienced specialists and technicians receive from 
«oO-l,2°06East marks per month. The German workers are not being politically indoctrinated, but, 
oy way of l propaganda, the Soviet work methods are constantly pointed out to them. „ cv , v
